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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The last quarterly estimate shows that the population is still 
increasing at a higher rate than for many years past. During the six 
months ended 30th June the total increase was 24,269, or at the rate of 
3-2 percent. per annum. Of the increase, 12,863 was due to excess of 


births over deaths, and 11 ,406 to excess of arrivals. 


Trade.—The imports during August were valued at £3,772,349, which shows 
an increase of £753,109, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the eight months there was an increase of £3,824,612, 
or 18 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during August amounted to £1,643,481, as compared with £1,692,223 in 
1906; the total for the eight months was £12,934,271, an increase of 
£1,704,592 over the corresponding figures for 1906. There were 
increases in most of the principal articles, more especially in apparel 
and soft goods, and metal manufactures and machines. Sugar shows ¢ 
falling off. 


The oversea exports for August amounted to £1,792,539, and show an 
increase of £102,764, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the eight months there was an increase in the oversea 
exports of £2,620,441, or nearly 16 per cent., as compared with last year. 
Nearly all the principal articles show ane increases, the only ones 
showing decreases being horses, meats, skins, and timber. Separating 
merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during the eight 
months increased by £4,304,668, but the latter decreased by £1,684, 227. 


Mineral Production.—The gold yield ore August was 9,104 oz. crude, 
equal to 7,659 oz. fine, valued at £32,532. The value of the gold 
produced during the eight months was o 15,097, and showed a decrease 


of £2,310, as compared with the corresponding period of 1906. 


Sheep Returns.—The returns of Autumn and Winter lambing show that 
10,159,000 lambs were born, or 79 per cent. of ewes put to rams. 
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Taking into account the Spring lambing, food, and export requirements, 
it is reasonable to expect that the sheep in the State will number 
between 46 and 47 millions at the end of the year. 


Prices.—The general index number for August was over 6 per cent. lower 
than for July, but was higher than for August during any of the last 
six years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,291; for 
metals, 1,436; and for all articles, 1,313. During the month prices of 
metals declined largely, while there was also a fall in frozen meats and 


leather. Other articles were at about the same level as in July. 


Postal Communication.—The figures for 1906 show that 127,684,000 letters 
and post-cards were carried during the year. This represents the very 
high proportion of 84 per head of population, which is exceeded by very 
few countries. The number of post offices was 2,288, and there were 


15,417 miles of telegraph line open. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during August was again, as during the month of 
July, generally much below the average, especially in the coastal 
districts. The temperature was, on the whole, slightly above the 


average. 


Land Selections.—During August 250 new settlers applied for 216,839 
acres. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,772, and the area applied for 1,176,478 acres. The original 
area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 


1,028,763 acres, representing 815 blocks.
